Care  in  Programming  Urged 

Regulations  concerning  dropping  of  courses  are  under  stu¬ 
dy  at  the  present  time.  A  proposal  is  being  sent  to  the  Board  of 
Regents  for  their  consideration  whereby  a  fee  will  be 
charged  for  the  dropping  and/or  adding  of  each  course. 

It  is  being  proposed  that  this  regulation  become  effective  Jan¬ 
uary  28,  1963.  Therefore  the  Dean  of  Administration  urges  all 
students  to  use  the  greatest  care  in  scheduling  their  programs 
for  the  second  semester. 

Advisors  and  Chairmen  of  Departments  have  been  request- 
ed  not  to  sign  changes  in  programs  for  the  second  semester, 
unless  the  reason  for  changing  can  be  classified  as  essential  or 
in  some  sense  extraordinary.  The  changing  of  sections  of  a 
course  will  not  be  permitted.  Students  should  be  very  careful 
to  check  class  admittance  cards  during  registration  time  to 
make  certain  that  they  are  obtaining  the  right  course  card,  par¬ 
ticularly  paying  attention  to  obtaining  the  right  section  card, 
double-checking  the  section  number  against  the  hour  of  meet¬ 
ing  which  appears  immediately  to  the  right  of  the  section  num- 
her  on  the  class  card.  Science  laboratory  courses  show  hour 
of  lab  section.  It  is  the  student’s  responsibility  to  make  certain 
that  he  obtains  the  correct  card  for  the  class  in  which  he  intends 
to  register. 

Permits  for  the  second  semester  are  now  available  in  the 
Registrar’s  Office.  All  students  should  obtain  their  permits  in 
the  Registrar’s  Office  Monday  and  Tuesday,  January  28  and  29, 
and  all  students  are  required  to  have  their  advisement  sheets 
at  the  time  they  meet  with  their  advisor  during  registration. 
Students  who  do  not  have  their  advisement  sheets  will  not  be 
permitted  to  register.  All  advisors  have  been  instructed  ;-.o  re¬ 
fuse  to  register  students  who  do  not  have  their  advisement 
sheets.

Calls  Recruits 

Do  you  want  to  travel  to  Af¬ 
rica,  Asia  or  the  exotic  South 
Seas?  How  about  Central  or 
South  America  with  all  ex¬ 
penses  paid?  Ladies  and  gen¬ 
tlemen  Uncle  Sam  needs  you. 

The  Peace  Corps  is  in  need 
of  volunteers  to  begin  training 
both  now  and  in  June.  The 
only  requirement  is  a  willing¬ 
ness  to  serve;  but  a  college 
degree,  while  not  a  require¬ 
ment,  is  considered  a  definite 
asset  by  Peace  Corps  officials. 
Married  couples  are  eligible 
provided  both  qualify  and  they 
have  no  dependent  children  18 
years  of  age  or  younger. 

The  major  need  at  present 
is  for  teachers,  particularly  in 
the  areas  of  science  and  math¬ 
ematics,  but  there  are  open¬ 
ings  for  skilled  and  profession¬ 
al  personnel  in  almost  every 
major  field  of  endeavor. 

Students  who  are  interested 
in  joining  the  Peace  Corps  at 
the  end  of  January  or  June 
semesters  should  obtain  pre¬ 
liminary  questionnaires  now. 
The  questionnaires  may  be  ob¬ 
tained  from  the  placement  of¬ 
fice,  any  postoffice  or  by  writ¬ 
ing  directly  to  Peace  Corps, 
Washington  25,  D.C. 

While  the  questionnaire  is 
being  processed  and  the  ref¬ 
erences  contacted  the  appli¬ 
cant  usually  takes  the  Peace 
Corps  Placement  Test.  This 
examination  is  basically  an 
aptitude  test  to  aid  in  place¬ 
ment  of  the  prospective  vol¬ 
unteer.

In  Overtime  89-90 

Basketball  excitement 
reached  its  peak  for  Bearcat 
followers  in  the  second  round 
of  tournament  play  which  saw 
a  fired-up  team  of  ’Cats  de¬ 
feat  the  highly-favored  War¬ 
rensburg  Mules,'  89-80,  in  one 
overtime  period. 

The  ’Cats  fought  fire  with 
fire  by  stymying  the  Mules’ 
one-two  punch  of  Bud  Vallino 
and  Gordon  McFarland,  limit¬ 
ing  the  highly  touted  duo  to 
only  28  points,  while  Paul  Liz¬ 
zo  and  Roger  Voss  garnered 
55  counters  between  them. 

Bob  Caine  came  through  for 
the  Mules  with  four  of  six  at¬ 
tempts  from  the  field  for  eight 
points  in  the  first  half.  Voss 
did  an  outstanding  job  on  de¬ 
fense  against  the  high-scoring 
Vallino.  The  husky  6-4,  235 
pound  Warrensburg  front  liner 
could  manage  but  seven  tallies 
in  the  initial  period.  Lizzo  held 
McFarland  from  connecting 
on  many  of  his  normal  driving 
lay-ups. 

Lizzo  countered  for  16  tallies 
in  the  initial  period  with  a  five 
for  seven  fielder  mark  and 
six  for  six  from  the  foul  line. 
Voss  racked  up  14  markers  in 
the  premiere  canto. 

The  ’Cats  led  44-37  at  half¬ 
time.  Although  they  scored 
on  15  of  25  shots  from  the 
floor,  for  a  sizzling  60  per  cent 
average,  Marion  Moss’  cagers 
were  unable  to  withstand  a 
determ  in  ed  Warrensburg 
rally  which  dead-locked  the 
score  at  79  all  at  the  end  of 
regulation  play. 

Paced  by  Lizzo’s  five  over¬ 
time  tallies,  the  ’Cats  rattled 
off  eight  straight  points  after 
Warrensburg  had  followed  a 
Don  Drake  lay-up  with  a  free 
throw.  Voss  and  Drake  again 
hauled  in  the  lion’s  share  of 
the  rebounds  in  the  five  min¬ 
ute  extra  period. 

Lizzo  hit  his  all-time  career 
high  as  an  MSC  eager  with  29 
points.  Voss  garnered  25  tal¬ 
lies  and  grabbed  16  caroms,  as 
the  ’Cats  numbered  for  play¬ 
ers  in  double-figures  with 
Drake  and  Marv  Branch 
rounding  out  the  quartet  with 
14  and  11  markers,  respective¬ 
ly- 

Warrensburg  was  paced  by 
Bob  Caine  with  20  tallies.  Bob 
Walters  and  Vallino  had  17 
each.  The  Mules’  chances 
were  consistently  lessened  by 
Gordon  McFarland’s  ankle  in¬ 
jury  with  two  minutes  left  in 
the  regulation  contest. 

Warrensburg  edged  the 
’Cats  in  the  shooting  percent¬ 
ages,  averaging  a  hot  55.6  to 
Maryville’s  50.7  effort  from 
the  field.  The  ’Cats  held  a  40- 
33  edge  unders  the  boards.

Bearcats  64-43 

After  starting  slowly,  the 
NWMSC  Bearcats  finished 
with  a  strong  second  half 
against  a  hustling  Tarkio  Owl 
club  to  gain  a  64-43  victory  in 
their  first  round  game  of  the 
MIAA  Holiday  Tournament. 

The  much  shorter  Owl  threw 
out  a  tight  zone  defense  and  a 
ball-control  offense  which 
briefly  throttled  the  high 
scoring  ’Cats  in  the  initial  per¬ 
iod  of  play. 

Paul  Lizzo  and  Dick  Rishell 
took  up  the  scoring  slack  left 
by  a  flu-ridden  Roger  Voss, 
who  despite  his  illness  and  a 
sinking  Tarkio  defense,  tallied 
nine  points  and.  pulled  down  12 
rebounds. 

Led  by  Lizzo’s  magnificent 
outside  shooting  in  the  first 
half  which  netted  his  14  mark¬ 
ers  of  seven  fielders  in  twelve 
attempts,  the  ’Cats  gained  a 
29-22  lead  at  the  halfway 
standard. 

In  the  second  stanza,  the 
’Cats  were  again  forced  to 
shoot  from  the  outside  against 
the  Tarkio  zone.  Back  court 
star  Rishell  scorched  the  nets 
with  six  fielders  in  eight  tries 
and  added  one  charity  toss  for 
13  tallies. 

For  the  game,  Lizzo  and 
Rishell  meshed  20  and  17 
points  respectively,  for  their 
seasonal  high  point  totals  in 
scoring.  Don  Drake  played  a 
fine  floor  game  and  chipped 
in  with  10  points  and  11  re¬ 
bounds. 

Richard  Marchand  with  nine 
markers,  -and  Bill  Kraft  with 
eight  points  paced  the  Tarkio 
scoring.

In  game  statistics,  the  taller
